Mexico is far from assured and com­ 
plications, both internal and interna­ 
tional, rapidly are entangling the situ­ 
ation. according to the well informed 
opinion of administration officials, dip­ 
lomats and Mexicans of bot Ii factions 
here who are in touch here with all 
phases of the problem. 
The United States government is 
exerting every diplomatic 
influence 
toward harmonizing discord and en­ 
tanglements, but certain aspects are 
admittedly grave. 
Official reports re­ 
veal that the most threatening factor 
is Hie aloofness of General Villa from 
the authority of General Carranza. 
Another vexing point is that Gen­ 
eral Carranza, according to his agents 
here, is disinclined to grant an am­ 
nesty to political offenders and will 
insist on an unconditional surrender 
by the Carbajal government. 
Unless Carranza is willing to give 
assurances 
that there 
will 
be 
no 
wholesale arrests, execution's and con­ 
fiscation of property when the Con­ 
stitutionalists enter Mexico City, Pro­ 
visional President Carbajal will rally 
all the military elements at his dis­ 
posal and resist to the end the Con­ 
stitutionalist advance. 


Foreign Complications Loom Up. 


Foreign complications are looming 
up as between Mexico and England, 
France and Spain and European cred­ 
itors generally who had financial re­ 
lations with the Huerta government. 
England is preparing to ask for sat­ 
isfaction for the killing of William S. 
Benton; 
France is making vigorous 
protest over the killing of two French 
citizens 
at Zacatecas; the 
Spanish 
government is anxious that the Span­ 
iards driven from Torreon and other 
points be reimbursed for their losses. 
The grievance of these countries 
are lodged against General Villa par­ 
ticularly and General Carranza’s es­ 
trangement with Villa has made it dif­ 
ficult from the first to attempt to set­ 
tle them satisfactorily. 
The Washington 
government has 
made an earnest appeal to both Gen­ 
eral Carranza and General Villa to 
forget their personal differences and 
work in harmony for the restoration of 
peacfc. 
No indication 
of Villa’s 
attitude 
since receiving the appeal has come, 
but reliable advices to the Washing­ 
ton government are to the effect that 
Villa 
has 
been 
concentrating 
his 
troops preparatory to making vigorous 
demands upon Carranza. 
The Washington administration will 
Insist that amnesty be granted as the 
most logical step toward peace. 
Rec­ 
ognition 
will be withheld 
until 
a 
peaceful transfer of authority is ar­ 
ranged between the Constitutionalists 
and the Carbajal government.
